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Rebuking is scriptural, when done in 
the proper manner, at the proper time, 
and to the proper personalties or things, 
and by the proper person. Jesus re- 
buked the wind andthe sea. He re- 
buked the fever, the devil, and His 
disciples. The gift of wisdom is needed 
as much or more than any of the nine 
gifts. The article below is not given to 
discourage the rebuking of evil spirits 
and diseases, neither the rebuking of 
people in a scriptural manner, but we 
think it is timely and worthy the con- 
sideration of our readers: 

REBUKING IN TONGUES. 

There is a very pernicious practice in 
some of our assemblies of rebuking in 
tongues. Timochy, who wasa minister 
of the Gospel, sent forth in the power 
of the Holy Spirit, to correct false 
teachers, ‘‘Who understood either 
what they said, nor whereof they af- 
firmed,’’ 1 Tim. 1:7, was commanded to 
‘“‘Preach the word; be instart in sea- 
son, out of season; reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all longsuffering and doc- 
trine. For the time will come when 
they will not endure sound doctrine.’’ 
2 Tim. 4:2. But this same Timothy was 
commanded, ‘‘Rebuke not an elder, but 
intreat him asa “ather; and the younger 
men as brethren; the elder women as 
mothers; the younyer as sisters, with 
all purity.”’ 1 Tim. 5:1-2. These elder 
men and women were not always offi- 
cers in the assembly, but were old per- 


sons. Old enough to be fathers and 


mothers. So, even the minister may 
not rebuke these, but entreat them, as 
he would speak to his own father. 
Titus, another minister sent forth by 
the Holy Spirit, to ‘‘set in order the 


things that are wanting, and ordain el- 
ders in every city, as I (Paul) had ap- 
pointed thee,’’ had to meet false teach- 
ers, of whom the Apostle Paul said, 
‘‘For there are many unruly and vain 
talkers and deceivers, especially they 
of the circumcision: whose mouths 
must he stopped, who subvert whole 
houses, for filthy lucre’s sake. Titus 
1:10-11. Then, after careful instruc- 
tion concerning what Titus was to 
preach, he commanded, ‘‘These things 
speak, and exhort, and rebuke with all 
authority. Let no man despise thee.’’ 
Titus 2:15. 

Nowhere in the Seriptures does God 
give permission to any persons, except 
His ministers, to rebuke persons in the 
assembly; and then under the forego- 
ing restrictions. 

We have seen some, and heard of 
many, very disgusting scenes, of fleshly 
impassioned rebuke in the assemblies, 
that reminded us of Peter rebuking the 
Lord Jesus. This has been so eommon 
under the leadership of some, who 
ought to know better than to allow such 
harmful practice, that even little chil- 
dren, who have been baptized with the 
Holy Spirit, following the example set 
them, will jump to their feet, and give 
public rebuke to persons speaking. 
Many of the persons doing this rebu- 
king are mere novices, knowing very 
little of the teaching of God’s Word, 
but assuming that because they have 
been filled with the Spirit they must be 
right in all their impressions; not know- 
ing that we must ‘‘Try the spirits, 
whether they are of God.”’ 

God’s children are being driven from 


our meetings by these abuses; and those ° 


who remain are becoming narrow, big- 
oted and fanatical. 

We are sorry to have to speak out in 
regard to this praetice; but it has done 
so much damage to God’s children that 
forbearance in this matter has ceased 
to be a virtue.—Household of God.

Fire in Scripture is often connected 
with, and indicative of the presence of 
Jehovah. 

When Abraham was offering sacri- 
fice, after the sun went down, and it 
was ‘dark, behold a smoking furnace, 
and a burning lamp that passed be- 
tween those pieces.

I thank God for letting me live to see 
the latter rain.. ‘‘Ask ye of the Lord 
rain in the time of the latter rain.” 
Zech. 10:1. ‘‘That I will give you the 
rain of your land in His due season, 
the first rain and the latter rain, that 
thou mayest gather in thy corn, and 
thy wine, and thine oil.’’ Deut. 11:14. 
Which means Justification, Sanctifica- 
tion, and the Baptism with the Holy 
Ghost. The corn represents justifica- 
tion, the wine represents sanctification, 
the oi] represents baptism with the 
Holy Ghost. If we turn and read in 
Joel 2:23, we will find that brother Joel 
said: ‘‘Be glad. then, ye children of 
Zion, and rejoice in the Lord your God: 
for He hath given you the tormer rain 
moderately, and He will cause to come 
down for you the rain, the former rain, 
and the latter rain in the first month.’”’

Nassau, N. P., Bahama Islands, 
Feb. 1, 1910. 
Dear Brother Tomlinson: 

I am indeed thankful that the Assem- 
bly unanimously decided to publish a 
Pentecostal paper, devoted to the inter- 
ests of the Church of God, and I hasten, 
if perchance I may be able to greet 
the brethren and sisters, in the name 
of our great pastor and coming King in 
the first issue, according to your kind 
invitation. 

We landed at Nassau on the 4th of 
last month, and immediately hunted up 
brother and sister Barr, who came over 
in November last. I found that they 
were making full proof of their min- 
istry. And although the usual places 
of worship were, as a rule, closed to 
them, yet they had rented a hall, and 
were faithfully preaching all phases of 
the full gospel of Christ, including the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, as indica- 
ted by the Bible sign of speaking in 
tongues, as given in the Gospel of Mark 
61:17, John 15:26-27, Acts 2:4, 10:46, 
19:6, &c. And the Spirit was already 
moving upon the hearts of the people. 

We obtained a cottage and began to 
co-operate with them immediately; and 
up to the present time between fifteen 
and twenty have been converted, five 
sanctified, and about the same number 
have received the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost, with the Bible evidence of 
speaking with other tongues. This is 
the more remarkable because very few 
indeed of any church seem to know 
much of vital Godliness. 

Now we have seven places open to 
us for holding services, and invitations 
are coming in from other islands, where 
we are informed that tney will attend 
the services in multitudes, and in many 
places their spiritual condition is pitia- 
ble indeed. There areanumber of open 
doors on the different islands, where 
the gospel can be preached effectually 
to hungry hearted English speaking 
people, both white and colored. The 
harvest is indeed great, and the labor- 
ers are few. But let no one enter who 
is not thoroughly dead, and made alive 
in Christ Jesus, and cleansed, and filled 
with the Holy Ghost, so that he or she 
will not hesitate to get down to and 

abor for the most degraded of the 
Lord’s poor creatures. In all of my 
study of mission fields, I know of none 
where an immediate return can be more 


hopefully looked for than on these isl- 
ands. It seems to me that the Church 
of God cannot do better for the pregent 


‘than to concentrate its force of men and 
means on this field, if the Lord so 


leads. 1 will write you more fully ata 
later date. 

We put up our tent to-morrow, to 
continue a meeting during this month. 
Please ask the saints to pray for us. 

May the Lord guide and bless you, 
and all His faithful ones, is my humble 
prayer, in Jesus’ name.

Y God’s Tenth.

In touching the question of giving, we 
touch the most vital point pertaining to 
the consecration and spiritual power of 
the Church. In saying this we speak 
from experience, as we certainly speak 
according to Scripture. ‘‘Bring ye all 
the tithes into the storehouse. ........... and 
prove me now herewith, saith the Lord 
of hosts, if I will not open the windows 
of heaven, and pour you out a blessing 
that there shall not be room enough to 
receive it.’’ Here, plainly, the giving 
of tithes is made the condition of an 
abundant outpouring of the Spirit. 
The spiritualizing method of interpre- 
ting Scripture, which robs us of so 
much vital truth by frittering away its 
meaning in metaphor and simile, has 
often robbed us of the real significance 
of this text. Prayer, testimony, effort, 
self-denial—how often do we hear these 
duties mentioned as summing up and 
fulfilling the requirement of tithes! 
But ‘‘tithes’’ means money or other 
property of equivalent value; and the 
effusion of God’s Spirit is here made 
contingent upon bringing in these tithes 
and paying up these dues toGod. A 
tenth of his:income was required of the 
Jew to be set apart, and sacredly devo- 
ted to God’s treasury. And this was 
the first tenth, ana not the last tenth; 
the first fruits, not the dregs and leav- 
ings. And while the amount is not 
specified in the New Testament, the 
same principle is carrie] over. ‘‘Upon 
the first day of the week, let every one 
of you lay by him in store as God hath 
prospered him’’ (1 Cor. xvi.) Here is 
consecrated giving—laying by in store 
—a certain sum set apart, and made 
sacred to God’s use, and which thereaf- 
ter one should no more think of usin 
for himself than he would think o 
taking the same sum from his neighbor’s 
pocket. And here is proportionate giv- 
ing—‘‘as God hath prospered him.’’ 
Ought the proportion to be any less un- 
der the gospel than under the law? 
Surely not when we remember that we 
have as our exemplar One who, ‘‘though 
he was rich, yet for our sakes became 
poor, that we, through His poverty, 
might be rich;’’ and that we have the 
precept of this exemplar, which no in- 
genuity can explain away. ‘‘Whosoever 
he be of you that forsaketh not all that 
he hath cannot be my disciple.” In the 
light of such high standards, who can 
say that at least we ought not to give 
one-tenth of our income to the Lord? 
If any Christian who has never tried 
it will make the «xperiment, conscien- 
tiously following it through to the end 
in prosperity and in adversity, we pre- 
dict for him two surprises. First, he 
will be astonished at the increased 
amount which he is enabled by this 
method to give the Lord; and, secondly, 
he will be astonished «t the increased 
spivitual and temporal prosperity which 
the Lord wik giv- tohim. For observe 
that here is a» instance where the Lord 
actually makes a challenge to his 
ple, and sets up a test case, saying, 
‘*Prove me now.”’

Among that 
number were fathers, mothers and 
grandfathers. The meeting closed with 
great joy, as several were greatly blest, 
and the Spirit gave several messages 
in other tongues. 

Some of the members of this church 
could not come to the meeting for want 
of clothing. I am told that some of 
their people will suffer want this sum- 
mer, on account of the winter being so 
severe that they could not work. A 
number of them asked me to bring 
them some clothing, as I had taken 
some there before. I saw little boys 
six or eight years old barefooted wading 
through icicles, the ground frozen two 
or three inches deep, and the higher 
meuntains covered with snow. 

Pray for this people, and that God 
will help me more and more to help 
them.
